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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants continue to assert that Nakashima 
teaches away from the combination with Nomura by disclosing that decreasing the number of carboxyl groups via an acid treatment would 
lower the moisture absorptive and desorptive properties of the Nakashima fiber. In response, Applicants are arguing against the 
combination based upon an isolated statement in Nakashima, but an obviousness analysis must be based upon the entire teachings of 
both Nomura and Nakashima as a whole, in light of the knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art. 

The teachings of Nakashima and Nomura as combined in the rejection do not involve the simple reduction of carboxyl groups in the fiber 
using an acid treatment, which is allegedly discouraged by Nakashima. Rather, the combination involves the addition of sericin as taught 
by Nomura, which, although incidently resulting in the reduction of carboxyl groups, also results in the addition of the strong moisture 
absorptive/desorptive properties of the sericin to the fiber. Nomura explicitly teaches that such a modification results in increased, not 
decreased, moisturizing properties as stated in the Final Office Action. Nothing in the disclosure of Nakashima contradicts this teaching of 
Nomura. 
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
